New Enterprises at Milwaukee. 

At Milwaukee new enterprises and im- 
provements costing $9,498,000 and furnishing 
employment to 7,070 men have been an- 
nounced. Most of them will be carried out 
early in the spring, although work has been 
begun on some. 

The Risdon tron works of San Francisco 
will construct a ship building plant there and 
bid for government contrdcts as a rival of 
the Union works. If its plan is carried out 
it would mean the employment of 2,000 addi- 
tional men. 

Robert Dollar and E. K. Wood awaited the 
résult of the election before placing con- 
tracts for two steamships with a capacity 
for carrying 600,000 feet of lumber each for 
the coast trade.

Withdrawals Follow Alleged Fine.

While the association comprised the ma- 
jority of sewer contractors the city authori- 
ties contended that it was impossible to se- 
cure independent bids for certain kinds of 
work. Catch basin construction was re- 
moved from the sewer contracts and the city 
did its own work by day labor, a change of 
aystem that was censured by the Civil Serv- 
ice commission, which said the new system 
could readily lead to serious abuses. The 
members of the Board of Local Improve- 
ments argued their inability to secure fair 
competition for the work. 

An alleged agreement between the associa- 
tion and the Bricklayers’ union was said to 
have bound the union not to work for con- 
tractors outside of the association. 


charged that additional strength was given 
to the association by the sewer inspectors, 
who were alleged to have harassed independ- 
ent contractors by condemning bricks, ce- 
ment, and other material. 

With these arguments to support its action 
the city fostered a system of political day 
labor, but now the effect which the trust 
was alleged to have had upon municipal im- 
provements has been removed.

City Official Explains. 

“In a case in which the available fund 
was $20,000,” said a city official, “ some con- 
tractors might figure that the work could be 
done for $17,000. Seemingly’ independent 
bids could be sent in and the man who had 
figured the lowest could secure the con- 
tract for a much larger sum than a reason- 
able profit would allow. The contractors 
thus could divide the surplus profit and also 
leave the successful bidder a reasonable mar- 
gin on his work. The system gave all of 
tue contractors part of the exorbitant prof- 
ts.“ 

In some cases the city has refused to let 
contracts which indicated a combination of 
contractors, charging that 2 combination 
existed for the forcing of prices. 

The withdrawal of certain contractors from 
the association is regarded by city officials 
as an indication that more reasonable prices 
can be secured on sewer construction. 

The contractors, on the other hand, state

Wife Gets a Divorce. 

A few weeks ago Johnson discovered that 
divorce proceedings had been begun against 
him by his wife, and, although his lawyers 
fought the proceedings, the wife was granted 
absolute separation. 

She then made repeated efforts to secure 
possession of the two youngest children, but 
the father watched over them too closely 
and she was unable to secure them. She 
then secured the custody of the younger boy 
through the courts, but the father still clung 
to the child and would not give it up to his 
wife. Mrs. Johnson visited Lieutenant Jurs 
at the West North Avenue police Station, 
showed him the order of the court, and said 
she was being illegally deprived of the cus- 
tody of her child. 

Barricades the Doors. 

Several officers were sent to the house for 
the purpose of assisting the woman in secur- 
ing the child. Johnson, however, was on 
guard and refused to admit the police. All 
efforts to induce him to open the doors failed, 
and when the police threatened to break into 
the house Johnson barricaded the doors and 
windows. He heid the fort with his children 
several hours and then the police officers con- 
cluded to withdraw. : | 

Friends, however, informed Johnson that 
he could not disobey the order of the court 
much longer and that he must part with the 
children. On receiving this information the 
man wept bitterly and told his friends that 
de could not endure to part with either of his 
children. The latter also cried and said they 
desired to remain with the father. 

Johnson brooded more and more each day. 
He grew despondent and most of the time 
appeared morose and sullen. He seemed es- 
pecially sad yesterday morning and had little 
to Say. . 

After dinner had been served and the older 
boy sent to school Johnson took the youngest 
child by the hand and informed his daugh— 
ter that he intended to take a short nap. 
With the child in his arms Johnson went to 
his bedroom. It is believed he had already 
contemplated his act, and, after writing a 
letter in Norwegian to his wife, it is believed 
he induced the child to drink some of the 
3 and then swallowed the remainder him- 
self. 

A considerable time elapsed before Mrs. 
Swanson went into the room, and at the first 
glance she thought both were asleep. The 
pale faces and blue lips, however, fright- 
ened the woman, and she made a vain effort 
to arouse the father and son. 

Dr. J. L. Jacque, 702 North Leavitt street, 
was cal to the house and pronounced bovh 
dead. e doctor said the indications were 
that carbolic acid bad caused the death of 
both. 

There were slight indications of a struggle 
and it is believed that the child attempted 
to escape from the room, but was prevented 
by the father.

FALL IN TEMPERATURE TO 
ALMOST ZERO MARK IS 
OUTLOOK FOR TUESDAY. 


Weather Forecasters Giving Warning of 
an Approaching Storm and Declare 
That Chicago Will Get a Taste of 
Real Winter. 


Cold wave signals were ordered displayed 
in Chicago last night. The first real cold 
wave of the season is due to reach Chicago 
by Monday morning, when the thermometer 
is expected to register 20° above zero. By 
a rapid fall the mercury is scheduled to mark 
5° above zero by Tuesday morning. The fall 
in tile temperature from last night, when it 
etood at 51°, will be 46 degrees. 

The weather forecaster will not predict 
how long the cold spell will last, but says 
that it will remain cold for several days; in 
any event, long enough to give Chicago a 
taste of real winter. 

The cold wave will extend all over the 
West and Northwest as far as the Missis- 
sippi River, throughout all of which territory 
the cold wave flag was ordered displayed last 
night. 

The weather today will be mild, with rain, 
turning to snow tonight, as the storm ap- 
proaches. The winds will shift from the 
south to the northwest late tonight. 

A wild night is predicted for the lake craft, 
and storm signals have been displayed at all 
Lake Michigan, Lake Huron, and Lake Su- 
perior points. 

The cold wave which will sweep down into 
this* territory has formed in the British 
Northwest, where the temperature at many 
points is below zero. 

The temperature at Qu’ Appelle, Swift Cur- 
rent, and Calgary was 12° below zero. At 
Havre, Mont., it was 2° below, and at Willis- 
ton, N. D., it was zero.

Dunlap ts over 60 years t age. His white

In a notebook which he cargied in his pocket 
were found the names of various cities in 
Illinois and neighboring States which, the 
police believe, Dunlap intended to inspect in 
the pursuit of his calling. Wellington, IIL, 
had been freshly checked off. For many 
years Dunlap had retired from all work with 
“gangs,” but yielded occasionally to the 
temptations of solitary expeditions. 

For his connection with the Northampton 
bank robbery he served a term in the Massa- 
chusetts penitentiary. The members of the 
gang. that made that famous raid are now all 
scattered. *“ Paper Collar Joe is at pres- 
ent, the police say, a London millionaire, 
and “Jimmie * Hope is retired * in New 
York. in prosperous circumstances. The 
robbery at Northampton took place on the 
night of Jan. 25, 1876. The men implicated 
in the crime were Bob” Scott. Red” 
Leary, “Shang” Draper, and other well- 
known bank robbers. Dunlap and Scott were 
the only two imprisoned. | 

The robbers went to the house of John 
Whittlesey, cashier of the bank, bound and 
gagged the members of the family, and se- 
cured the combination to the bank vaults 
and safes. The burglars secured $800,000 in 
coupons and registered bonds, $800,000 in 
certified checks, and $12,000 In currency. 

Scott died in the Massachusetts peniten- 
tiary in 1882, and his demise was the occasion 
of a romantic effort in behalf of Dunlap by 
Scott's wife, Mrs. Mary Scott Rowland. 

Scott on his deathbed confessed that e 
had led Dunlap into the robbery, and begged 
his wife to secure his pardon. She accom- 
plished this in 18. 

Between 1872 and 1874 Dunlap's gang stole 
nearly $4,000,000 from banking institutions 
in various parts of the country. The first 
big job was the robbery of the Quincy (IL) 
National Bank of $200, 000.

FRENCH COUN ILLS WH 


BOTH PROMINENT IN PARISIAN 
FASHIONABLE LIFE. 


Countess de Cornulier, Daughter of 
Count de Vianney, Murdered by Her 
Husband, from Whom She Had Le- 
gally Separated, as She Was-Leav- 
img the Office of Her Attorney—Was 


@ Weman of Unusual Beauty and 


31 Years Old. 


PARIS, Nov. 17.—Count de Cornulier this 
afternoon surprised his wife, the Countess de 
Cornulier, visiting the apartments of a friend 
in the Rue de Provoneo. The Count met the 
Countess on the stairway and fired three 
shots at her. She died on her way to a has- 
pital. The Count was arrested. The family 
is a prominent one. The Countess’ brother is 
an army Colonel and the Count is well known 
in the highest Parisian society. 

A suit for separation was pending between 
the Count and the Countess. 

The shooting of the Countess de Cornulter 
created consternation in social circles, where 
both the Count and Countess were promi- 
nently known. The Countess was a woman 
of unusual beauty, and she was often seen 
at the theaters, racecourses, and other places 
frequented by the élite of Paris. She was a 
daughter of Count de Vianney, whose family 
is highly respected. She was married to 
Count Charles de Cornulier fourteen years 
ago, and fhree children are the result of the 
union, the eldest of whom is 13 years of age. 

The marriage proved an unhappy one, and, 
acting upon the advice of her father, the 
Countess separated from her husband four 
years ago, 

The Count recently discovered that the 
Countess frequently visited M. Leroux, one 
of her former admirers. The best informa- 
tion is that M. Leroux acted as the legal 
adviser of the Countess.

Iam 
her husband.” 

He was the first to give aid to hig wife after 
she fell, and asked that a priest be sent for. 
He asserted that he did not intend to kill his 
wife, but wanted-to create a scandal.

of the army. He says that the admission 

rate for insanity in 1896 was 1.08 per 1,000 

men: in 1899, 1.78, and the mean annual rate 

for the period from 1888 to 1897 was 1.07. 
Smart says: 

This increase was to have been expected 
on account of the rapidity with which re- 
cruiting was effected during 1898 and 1890. 
It is well understood by army officers that 
among the recruits there are always more 
mentally unsound men than among a similar 
number of civilians of the same age and 
physical development. 

. “The most careful physical examination 
often faile to detect a man whose brain 
works irregularly, but who is sane enough 
to go to the recruiting office. Under the 
stimulus and excitement of the organization 
of troops many such men drift to the rendez- 
vous and must be eliminated after muster 
into service.

DATES DECLARE FOR A CHANGE. 


Say Some Way Must Be Found of Avoid- 
ius Delays and Errors They Are 
Now Struggling With—Day’s Can- 
vass Discloses Fewer Mistakes than 
Any Previous Similar Period—Four 
More Wards Completed and the End 


Is in Sight. 


There is every probability that the installa- 
tion of voting machines for use in all Chicago 
selections will be the outcome of the present 
canvess by the Board of Diection Commis-. 
gioners. The hundreds of mistakes in count- 
ing and marking the ballots and the threat-

But as the gateway to Buckingham Palace 
the arch was a failure. It had the effect of 
dwarfing the royal residence, and visitors 
who went to view the royal home. from 
the exterior saw plenty of gate,“ to quote 
an old description, and little palace.“ 

Accordingly it was, in 1850, removed to its 
present situation in Hyde Park. Eighty 


Unlike the majority of such edifices, the 


Marble Arch is not solid. The man in the 


street believes it is, for he has forgotten 
the circumstance that in the time of the Hyde 
Park riots a large force of police were hid 
in the arch and were able to disperse the 
rioters at the specified moment. The inci- 
dent at the time excited some attention, for 
the police seemed to rise from the ground, 
and the most knowing of the rioters never 
anticipated that the arch hid so many po- 
licemen. 

Over a hundred men can be placed in the 
long room shown in our sectional illustra- 
tion of the arch, and for some years it has 
been an extra police station. The arch is in 
telegraphic communication with Scotland 


Tard and all the police stations of London, 
and if any disturbance suddenly arose the 
alarm could be instantly given and assistance 
sent at a few minutes’ notice. Almost all 
the persons who go into the arch do so 
against their will. Hyde Park is the happy

Queen Victoria Rejects Yacht. 

Queen Victoria has caused it to be known 
that she will never use the new royal yacht, 
the Victoria Albert, built at\a cost of more 
than $3,000,000. 

The yacht turned turtle when first floated, 
but its designer, Sir William White, Chtef 
Constructor of the Navy, now claims that 
it is quite seaworthy, though, owing to its 
engine defects, it consumes three times the 
amount of coal intended, rendering it im- 
possible to undertake a lengthy voyage.

This would indicate a Chinese national 
movement, and, if so, it is a most redoubtable 
menace to the future peace of Europe. The

Kruger’s Movements in Doubt. | 
Information received from various sources 
gives rise to the widespread belief that it is 
not at all certain that President Kruger will 
land at Marseilles. While the Temps says 
that “ the Gelderland with President Kruger 
will arrive at Marseilies on Wednesday 
morning, Nov. 21.“ the Journal des Debats 
states: The Havas agency has received a 
dispatch identically similar to that of the 
Paris Nouvelles, containing the news that 
the Gelderland has left for an unknown des- 
tination.”’ 
Whether he lands at Marseilles or at some 
other port on the coast, there is no doubt 
that the French government and all the re- 
spectable newspapers are doing their utmost 
to keep the manifestations in favor of the 
Boers within decent and courteous limits, 
The relations between England and France 
have become much more cordial lately, and 
while it is easy to understand and participate 
in the generous feeling of sympathy for the 
plucky old ex-President, every endeavor is

Use Balloons to See Leonids. 

Three different night balloon ascents have 
been made from the Tuileries and from Meu- 
don with the object of discovering whether 
the Léohids, that swarm of shooting stars 
of which the foggy weather of last year pre- 
vented any .observation being taken, have 
entirely disappeared, as some savants pre- 
tend, or whether, according to others, they 
will again be seen in all their marvelous 
splendor, as in 1799, 1833, and in 1836. 

Two out of the three ascensions have 
proved unsuccessful, owing to the fog and 
clouds, although an altitude of 2,600 meters 
was reached. The result of the third ascent 
is not yet known.

This does not indicate a lack of 
apprehension of the increased force of 
American competition. It implies the con- 
viction in Germany that American prosperity 
will continue and stimulate trade and enter~ 
prise throughout the world. Business ip 
England as well as in Germany hag been 
more active since the American elections, 
The Lancaster cotton factorjes, after a long 
slack period, are again in full operation, at 
least in the spinning branch business, and 
the improvement in the weaving department 
is also marked. Uncertginty is caused by 
varying estimates of the American crop, but 
no great falling off in British exports of cot- 
ton goods is expected in consequence of the 
rise in prices. Other branches of British 
manufacture are active, especially the trom 
and steel trade. American competition is 
not underrated, but there is a general feel- 
ing in business circles that there will be @ 
rise of wages during McKinley's second term 
and that the increased cost of production 
will diminish the effects of transatlantic ri- 
valry.

— HOLDS ATTENTION 
OF ENGLAND. 


Speeches Made Recently Show N- 
markable Grasp of Prevailing Con- 
ditions—Lord Salisbury Unexpect- 
edly Calls Early Session of Parlia- 
ment—Sir Thomas Lipton Says He Is 
Satisfied with the. Sandy Hook 


Course. 


LONDON, Nov. 17.—The increasing tre- 
guency of Lord Rosebery’s public utter- 
‘ances in no way decreases the thrill of ad- 
miration and fascination which follows on 
each occasion. The strange mingling of com- 
mon sense, sentiment, surpassing rhetoric, 
and homely phrases puzzles: the people of 
Great Britain to such an extent that the 
former Premier may well be said to have 
gained more power since he has been out of 
power than he ever did before. His speech 
at Glasgow yesterday on the occasion of his 
installation as Lord Rector of the Glasgow 
University causes the other events of the 
week to sink into insignificance. Yet the 
underlying note of that wonderful mono- 
* graph of the British Empire was one of 
warning, as the Daily Telegraph appropriates 
ly describes it, as follows: 
Now that two nations at least, the United 
States and Germany, are 80 close at our 
back that their shadow falls in front of us, 
and that they are in a more athletic condi- 
tion than ourselves, we have no doubt Eng- 
land has a reserve pace which our compet- 
itors scarcely suspect. But we are near the 


. best of our speed and stretch every fiber.” 
, His: great antagonist, the philosophic Lord 
Salisbury, has decided quite unexpectedly to 
call an early session of Parliament, and has 
consented to accept a salary of £2,000 for 
- fulfilling his duties as Premier, though, 
nominally, he receives a recompense for so 
doing, for the Lord Privy Seal emoluments, 
which were abolished in 1884, are his. 
Lord Salisbury, personally, was not anx- 
fous to receive any pay, but it was thought to 
be a bad precedent for a Cabinet Minister to 
work for nothing, so the salary (£5,000) of 
Lord Privy Seal was revived and is now his. 
The first meeting of Parliament promises 

to be short, and is likely to be adjourned over 
the New Year as soon as the necessary sup- 
plies are secured. 
The controversy in the United States re- 
garding the proposed change of the Ameri- 
ca’s Cup course from off Sandy Hook to off 
Newport, R. I., can only be settled in one 
way, according to Sir Thomas Lipton’s idea 
I. e., by sticking to the old order of things. 
He said: 
Were I to go over a new course, I could 
not have worse luck, so far as results go, 
than I had at Sandy Hook, and the Ameri- 
trans could not have better luck than they 
got there. These are my personal views.

* are certainly the best judges, and I am quite 
_ willing to abide by their decision.”

DEALINGS AHEAD IN NATIONAL 
AND AMERICAN LEAGUES. 


impression That the Recent Work of 
the Young Organization’s Circuit 
Committee Has Been Accomplished 
with the Old League's Approval Is 
Erroneous—Johnuson and His Asso- 


elates Are Acting Independently— 
Chance for Disagreements. 


The spectacle of baseball holding a posi- 
tion near the center of the stage at the height 
of the football season is a bit unusual. That 
such a spectacie has been in evidence the 
last week or ten days is due to the activity 
of the American league’s Circuit committee 
and the stir it has made in the inner circles 

ot since the days of the Brotherhood 
the subsequent a gamation of ‘a Nee 
tional league and American association has 
a move on the baseball checker board com- 
manded more attention. Beginning in an 

‘unostentatious way the scheme of expansion 
was regarded with mild interest in National 

‘league councils, and by the general public 
was put on a par with the Richter-Quinn 
association, which has been trying to organ- 
ize for.a couple of years. Now there is a 
tendency on the part of some writers to go 
to the other extreme and give to the move- 
ment à magnitude that does not belong to it, 
making it appear to be a big combine be- 
tween the two leagues, National aud Amer- 
ican, to absorb and control all the tvaseball 
interests of the country. 

There is no authority, however, for the 
statements that the two leagues are working 
together. On the contrary, there is the best 

ot authority for the assertion that the Amer- 

fcan is working out its problem independ- 
ently. It is proceeding along lines and using 
methods as little likely to produce friction 
with the National league as any that can 


be used to reach the desired end. It is not 


courting war nor is it going around with 
a chip on its shoulder, like the other com- 
bination that started out to rival the National 
league. So far matters have gone smoothly 
for the American leaguers, and their plans 
have been brought to a head without seem 
ing opposition, but the die is not cast yet, 


and there are plenty of difficulties to be en- 


countered. 


it is not to be supposed that the National 
leaguers, who have never yet posed as phi- 
ianthropists, will sit quietly with folded 
hands and watch the American steal part of 
their thunder without making Ban Johnson 
and his associates at least pay for the elec- 
tricity needed to produce the noise. It 16 a 
good thing as a business proposition to have 
the expensive Baltimore and Washington 
plants taken off their hands and the terri- 
tory filled by a rival that is friendly instead 
of anarchistic. Colonel Rogers, the man 
most interested, says it will be a good thing 
to have the American league in Philadelphia. 
But the National league has not yet fixed the 
price at which it will let the American league 
have the disused plants in Washington and 
Baltimore. It cost the National league much 
money to contract its circuit from twelve to 
eight clubs, and that debt has not been liqui- 
Last year, when the 
Eastern league wanted to take in Washing- 
ton and timore, the big leaguers were all 
smiles and acquiescence, but when they 
named the price at which they would let Pat 
Powers’ magnates info the discarded terri- 
tory it fairly staggered the minor-leaguers, 
and they faded away in remarkably short 
order. The conditions imposed along with 
the terms were alone impossible. 

Anticipating, no doubt, some such situation 
when the time comes for the expected con- 
ference with the National league, Ban John- 
son and his Circuit committee have protect- 
ed themselves against any acts of extortion 
by securing options on independent grounds 
in the cities to be absorbed. If the National 
league sets a price on its grounds and fix- 
tures in Baltimore and Washington above 
what new plants can be built for the Ameri- 
can league will not be at the mercy of the 

Wor is the matter of playing grounds the 
only one on which there is a chance for trou- 
bie. It is not to be supposed that the Na- 
tional league will permit such a trio of stars 
as McGraw, Robinson, and Duffy to slip 
through its fingers into the hands of a rival 
without some compensation. It is true that 
McGraw and Robinson claim absolute free- 
dom from the St. Louis club, because it was 
specifically agreed that they were not to be 
reserved for next year, and also because the 
St. Louis club has not paid their salaries in 
full. for last season, but baseball law is a 


queer thing, especially when interpreted by 
the men who made it. 
To engineer their plans successfully 


through the rest of the journey will require 
all the tact and diplomacy the American 
League's Circuit committee can command. 
The growth of the American league's pres- 
tige with the public has led some of the major 
league magnates to investigate the caufes of 
the decline of their own organization in the 
public's favor. Many reasons have been ad- 
Yanced, but the one on which all seem to 
agree as the chief is the lack of discipline and 
rowdyism which mar so many games every 
season. Blame for this has always been laid 
at the doors of the club owners. Whenever 
any one attempted to blame the National 
- feague’s executive it was invariably pointed 
out that Nick Young’s hands were tied by 
the magnates themselves, who failed to tive 
up in playing season to the laws they had 
made for themseives in the winter time. 
it seems to have been overlooked generally 
that the duty of an executive is usually to cn- 
force the law. The magnates cannot enforce 
it themselves. One club owner or player 
will vijlate the law and get away with it 
unpunished, and pretty soon all will be doing 
the same or worse, when, if an example had 
been made of the first offender, there would 
be no further trouble. The National league 
pays Mr. Young $6,000 a year to enforce the 
laws which they make for their own govern- 
ment—to keep each other in line, as it were, 
and Mr. Young leaves the magnates to on- 
force the law for themselves. He complains 
that club owners do not discipline their play- 
ets for outbreaks on the diamond. The rules 
give the power of discipline to the President 
ef the league, either directly or through his 
umpires, and not to the club owners them- 
_gelves. Nick Young is one of the best of men,

The Englishman is 
a poor loser, yet, on the whole, he is always 
ready for a competition, so there is little 
doubt that the American team would be well 
received at the high-class grounds and given 
a chance to meet the pick of the English 
shotgun talent. I do not know what the bet- 
ting would be in England on such a race, but 
the odds not only from an American but 
from a fair shooting view would seem to be 
two to one or five to three in favor of the 
Americans. This is the more naturally the 
case in view of the conditions which the 
English team would want to impose. They 
want the use of both barrels. 

Second Barrel of Little Use. 

Any one who understands the art of shoot- 
targets knows that the sec- 
ite as much a detriment as 
a help. The great records have been made 
at single barrel shooting. All these Amer- 
icans understand that game perfectly. They 
are all seasoned shooters, used to big crowds, 
to close finishes, and to long, hard raccs. 
There is not a man of them that you can 
scare in a shotgun race. How our men would 
do on the little English bluerock pigeons, ad- 
mittedly a harder game in feathers than any 
we have in American trap shooting, it were 
wiser not to predict too confidently. At the 
target shooting game, however, it ought to 
be a walkover for America. The stakes are 
roposed at $5,000 a side, with $2,500 expense 
he American team in case it loses.

Stout and 
solid, as usually are all good trap shooters, 
Heikes has a physique such as no prise fight - 
er of this country ever surpassed. He has the

reticent, and seldom smiling. Heikes keeps 
his friends as well as his competitors guess- 
ing all the time. He can give odds in targets 
to any man in Europe. 


Leng Runs to Fanning’s Credit. 
Jack Fanning, formerly of San Francisco, 
and more lately of Batavia, N. Y., is one of 
the best known professional 
America. He was originally a seal hunter, 
who shipped for the hard work of pelagic 
sealing off the Alaska coast.

Chauncey M. Powers of Decatur, III., Is 
known as one of the few * Simon-pure ama- 
teurs at the traps in America. He shoots be- 
cause he loves to shoot, and there are few 
better tournament shooters in the country 
than he. Of a well-to-do family, Powers hag 
been shooting incessantly ever since he was 
a youth, and he has studied the theory as well 
as the practice of projectiles. He rather sets 
at naught the rules which govern the build 
of the typical shooting man. He ts tall and 
slight and has a dark eye. Budd is a dark- 
eyed man, and so are a few others of the best 
shooters of the country, though ordinarily 
y-eyed or blue-eyed man is apt to be 
in the front rank in all shooting contests, 
whether with the rifle or shotgun. 

A great crony of Chan Powers’ is Richard 
Merrill of Milwaukee. Merrill is also tall, 
but is growing heavier than Powers. He has 
a china-blue eye, an unusual color, but ap- 
parently a good eye in his case.

| them. The six societies handle nearly $2.- 
000,000 yearly, and there are nearly 600,000 
Congregational givers; hence, there are a 
good many people to find fault, and wide in- 
terest taken in any radical cha proposed. 
Talk of unifying or consolidating these 
societies is always in order. 

Just now there is a good deal of it. Some 
think there Was never so much. But thirty 
years ago, at the first of their recurring na- 
tional councils, Congregationalists made a 
“committee to consider and report upon bring- 
ing these societies together. Nothing wag 
done, however, until a suggestion was made 
to federate, and thus avoid complications of 
organic union. | 

Out of this federation idea grew the Com- 
mittee of Fiftéen, representing the churches 
and the societies. It did admirable work 
toward increasing the contributions from the 
churches, but before it got to its second task 
of federating administrative details, the 
society executives named a committee of 
nine, which has practically taken the mat- 
ter out of the first committee. tn: 


Proposes a Reorganization. 

This second committee has but one mem- 
ber who is a pastor, and but one from the 
4,000 churches west of the Hudson River. 
So some say it is not fairly representative of 
the churches and of the ministry. This com- 
mittee proposes a radical reorganigation of 
the six societies by changes in their char- 
ters, constitutions, membership, working ar - 
ficers, and their methods of administration. 
Its propositions excite discussion, but the 
denominational periodicals refrain from 
committing themselves. The churches, on 
the contrary, are expressing with much em- 
phasis their varying views. 

One element indorses the committee, an- 
other thinks it does not go far enough, and 
a third, which is making itself heard with 
some vigor, believes the societies should be 
kept substantially. as they are, although it 
thinks there might be, as an experiment, 
perhaps, one annual meeting and one mis- 
sionary periodical. This last element holds 
that the societies in their varied forms stand 
for the individual life in the churches. 

It is now said to be extremely doubtful 
whether the large conservative element in 
the Congregational churches is really in fa- 
vor of a project to amend society constitu- 
tions by introducing an arbitrary limit of 
the terms of service of the Executive com- 
mitteemen. Although this has been adopt- 
ed in two of the larger societies, and re- 
ceived a favorable preliminary vote in the 
third, it is declared not to have worked well.

Another important change pro 
that of taking from the individual societies 
the entire charge of the work of soliciting 
and collecting funds and placing it in the 
hands of a central committee of nine chosen. 
by and from the executive committees of the 
societies. This committee is to act for all 
societies and also to constitute a compul- 
sory Committee of Arbitration on all unset- 
tled differences between the societies about 
their work and about their flelds, its de- 
cision being final and binding, apparently 
without reference to the societies at their 
‘annual meetings. This scheme is criticised 
on the ground that questions arising be- 
‘tween societies should be arbitrated by per- 
sons not officially connected with the socie- 
ties, and that those persons. should be cho- 
sen for each -question in the usual way. 
What ts said to be needed is more impartial 
judgment than is likely to be secured from 
members of the very executive committees 
in which the questions have already been 
discussed and voted upon. 
The complications and confusion in the 
collecting work of Congregational mission 
funds are declared to be most perplexing. 
They are aggravated, it is said, by the ex- 
istence of a number of nominally auxiliary 
but really independent societies, which col- 
lect some $400,000 by the side of the national 
societies and from the same fields. The

CITY GAS BELOW STANDARD. 


Tests Made by City Electrician Ellicott 
Show the Supply Is Not Upto 

Contract. 

Tests made by City Electrician Ellicott on 
Wednesday evening with his photometer in 
Twenty-ninth street, South Park avenue, and 
Prairie avenue, show that while the city 
pays for 24 candle-power street light at four 
cubic feet per hour it only received 21 candle- 
power lights. 3 

Ten different tests were made on Wednes- 
day evening to standardize the city machine. 
The average variation was % candle-power 
at 8 candle-power; 4 at 12 candle-power; 
1% at 16 candle-power. The incandescent 
lamps used by the city were calibrated in 
three different ways and the results were 
the same. 

Professor C. E. Freeman tested the ma- 
chine at a ten standardized candle- power, 
which the gas companies maintain is the 
correct way to test the street lamps. He 
found the variation to be from 5 to 30 per 
cent. This, City Blectrician Ellicott says,

BULL MOVEMENT. BREAKS ALL 


Public Takes Contrel from Hands of 
Professionals and Causes Sense- 
tional Demand for Stocks—Transac- 
tions om "Change Mere thas $1,000,- 
Linseed Oi] Company Discredited 

of Queer Transactions. 


{BY E. W. HARDEN.] 

New York, Nov. 17.—{Special.}--With the 
price of securities high, with an incréased 
amount of available lending funds in the 
banks, with low rates of interest and a de- 
mand for stocks which extends over the 
whole United States, the stock market at 
the close today may be looked upon as ohe of 
the greatest bull markets in the history of 
the New York Stock Exchange. 

Today's trading was a repetition of that 
of yesterday and of previous days. Prices 
moved ups v. particularly in the indus- 
trials, and while there was a halt in the up- 
ward movement, the excellent figures of the 
bank statement started prices again on the 
upturn and caused nearly every stock to 
close at the top. 
In some Ways a market like this has never 
been known in New York. Commission 
brokers all agree that the demand for stocks 
is in excess of that known at any time in 
recent years, if not the greatest ever known. 

The public took the market out of the 
hands of the professionals days ago, and it 
has kept it out of their hands and has kept 
prices up in spite of the warnings of traders 
and the fear that is generally felt among 
commission-houses that the market has been 
too active and too strong, and that a reaction 
must follow. It is impossible, however, to 
talk anything but higher - prices to the cus- 
tomers of commisston- houses. They are 
bidding against each other for the privilege 
of taking stocks now at an advance of from 
10 to 30 points over the prices whieh ruled 
before election. They are not only buying 
stocks but are paying the full purchase 
price in cash and locking up these securities 
in strong boxes. It is this fact more than 
any other that.lends stability and 
to the security market. 

While brokers as a rule expfess the be- 
et some of today's purchasers will regret 
their buying before another month is past. 
they admit that with so little long stock to 
come out on any break recessions are likely 
to be short lived and of little consequence. 


Sales Break All Records. 


The enormous transactions that have 
marked the course of trading for the last 
two weeks stagger statisticians and show 
how the public can control the market when 
it tries. During the week ending today sales 
of stock on the New York Stock Exchange 
aggregated 6,666,805 shares. Last week they 
were 5,332,161, or total sales of 11,998,966 for 
the two weeks, which included one day when 
the exchange was closed. es of bonds 
during the week ending ay aggregated 
$21,580,000 and for the two weeks transac- 
tions in bonds aggregate $30,686,000. These 
transactions on the Stock Exchange, there- 
‘fore, for the two weeks represent a valve of 
considerably more than $1,000,000,000. 
Not only have individual records been’ 
broken by stock sales since election, but 
there has been no time when so sustained a 
buying movement has been shown. 

In the present temper of the market short 
selling of stock is a dangerous proceeding. 
Purchasers apparently do not take into ac- 
count the real value of stocks. There has 
been, in fact, little discrimination in the 
putting up of prices. Common stocks which 
have no probability of dividends in any reu- 
sonable length of time have participated in 
the general advance. 

Today's bank statement gives proof of the 
position taken by bankers that money is like- 
ly to remain easy. There has been a gain of 
more than $3,000,000 in surplus reserves, an 
increase of $2,189,000 In loans, and an in- 
crease of $8,578,000 in deposits. Cash hold- 
ings in the same period have increased 
$4,785,400. The banks now hold a fair sur- 
plus above the 25 per cent limit. 

That prices are likely to go higher is the 
consensus of opinion. This opinion is based 
on the enormous volume of investment buy- 


ing. 
Linseed Trust’s Queer Moves. 

The fly in the industrial amber is the action 
of the directors of the American Linseed 
company. Wall street has apparently 
awakened to the fact that the grossest sort 
of manipulation has been practiced by the 
officials of this corporation. A few weeks 
ago the officers of the company were usitig 
all sorts of means to disseminate faverable 
news regarding the company’s financial con- 
dition. There was talk of extra dividends 
and the probability of a distribution of 
profits to the holders of the common stock, of 
a big cash surplus, and of enormous profits 
realized from the fortunate purchase of flax- 
seed at low figures and the subsequent ad- 
vance in the value of the seed. 

Two weeks ago word was passed among the 
touts who had been’ instructed to boom the 
company to begin hammering the stock, In- 
formation was furnished by insiders, if not 
by officials of the company, which was used 
as a basis for a bear campaign. Dividends 
were to be passed and the financial condition 
of the company was painted in turgid colors. 
This had a fitting climax in the statement 
made by President Major after the dividend 
had been passed by the directors that the 
plan of putting the company through bank- 
ruptcy had been discussed and that instead 
of this it had been decided to issue some 
$5,000,000 of bonds. American Linseed and 
its officials are discredited in Wall street. 


GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 
Appointment of G. B. Reeve as Grand 
Trunk Manager Pleases Chi- 
cago Men. 


The announcement that George B. Reeve 
has been appointed General Manager of the 
Grand Trunk railway to succeed Charles M. 
Hays is received with great satisfaction by 
railroad officials in this city. Mr. Reeve is 
practically a Chicago man. He resided in 
this city for many years, holding the postition 
of General Traffic Manager of the Chicago 
and Grand Trunk railway. He left Chicago 
about four years ago to take the position of 
General Traffic Manager of the entire Grand 
Trunk system at Montreal. He retained this 
position until about a year ago, when he re- 
signed to look after extensive private inter+ 
ests in California. For many years he has 
been recognized as one of the ablest traffic 
men in this country, and it was with great 
regret that his resignation was accepted by 
the Grand Trunk. 

His return to the service will be hailed with 
delight not only by the shippers of Chicago 
and elsewhere, with whom he is immensely 
popular, but by his old associates and sub- 
ordinates, who always have held him in high- 
est respect and warmestesteem.

intermission ‘you may be sure, if your mind 
is in working cohdition, that on the third 
ddy your darky boys will have the carrying 
away of a cold and clammy corpse. I had 
this sort of.a high fever for three days, and 
concluded that I was at the end of my Pil- 
grim’s Progress.“ Quinine had no more ef- 
fect on me than so much cornmeal. My 
brain was active enough, and sleep was im- 
possible, and there was nothing I could do 
but lay burning with fever through the long, 
long night, and wonder if I should ever see 
the gray, misty dawn stealing through the 
chinks of the hut again, or whether in the 
darkness of the night I was to cross another 
river this time instead of the Congo. | 

“TI was resigned to death, although ‘it 
seemed rather hard after going. through al- 
most every for four years, to die on the 


way home when the dangers were all passed. ’

before I came out here that I was to leave 


my bones bleaching up m the Mobangy River| 


country, I would have come just tha aan. 


“The third night the fever suddenly left 


me; the quinine at last ‘took hold,“ and I 
fell into the sleep that I used to know when 
I was a hoy back home. Two days after the 
fever left me I began to think of resuming 
my trip down to the coast and home. I got 
my two canoes in shape and started for 
Bangul.: Two days above Bangui, at Zongo, 
there is a treacherous rapids, which at some 
stages of high and low water is almost un- 
navigable. When we approached Zongo I 
took a look at the water and decided that we. 
could run the rapids without danger. 


CAUGHT IN A WHIRLPOOL : 

I worked the canoe myself safely through 
the worst of the whirlpools, and then, think- 
ing the danger past, sat down to my dinner. 
I had no gooner than taken my seat before 
I heard a roar, and glancing backward taw 
the canoe was caught in a mighty whiripool 
and in a second it whirled-around like a top 
and the next instant I felt mygelf being 
drawn down, down in a swirling, dancing 
rush of water. I didn’t try toswim. I just 
kicked and fought and tore at the wattr as 
though it were human hands instead of wild 
torrents that were clutching me. I don't 
know how it happened, but the next I real- 
ized I was at the surface again and then I 
worked the tactics of the wily old hippo- 
potamus and snorted all the water out of. 
my lungs and caught.a fresh breath of air. 
I began to swim, but the shore was so far 
away I doubted whether or not I could reach 
it. Then a hermetically sealed can contain- 
ing my journal and photograph films came 
floating past me and I clutched it much 
harder than the proverbial drowning man 
is supposed to clutch at a straw. 

I supported myself on this until I got to 
where I could wade and then I found I was 
so fatigued I could hardly crawl to the shore. 
The worst of it.all was that as I lay there 
on the sand gazing helplessly at the river I 
saw all my possessions, my precious curiosi- 
ties that I had collected among the rts 
the N’Gogias, and the Tombogas, come float- 
ing down the river past me or sink in the 
bottomless whirlpools before my eyes. I 
suppose I should have been thankful enough 
to have got safely to land with my life, but 
O! how it did hurt me to see those things 
that I had been at such pains to collect dis- 
appearing forever, Of course, I had more 
in the second canoe that had taken warning 
from us and steered clear of the whirlpool 
that wrecked us, but at the same time I 
had lost things that could never be replaced. 

“T lost a lot of ivory, but I didn’t mind 
that so much as I did losing two animals 
that I am certain are unknown in the sci- 
entific world. I had their skins and heads 
and now I can only give their description. 
1 had to realize, too, that I was done with 
elephant hunting this trip, for my big gun 
that I loved as though it were something 
human went down with the canes. i lost 
five other guns with it, but I cared not for 
all of them one-tenth as much as I cared 
for my dear old elephant gun. It was that 
gun that gave me a name here as an elephant 
The French always address their 
letters to me as ‘Mons. Cherry, elephant 
chasseur, and lately they have added the 
words, ‘le expleoreteur.”

| HUNTING THE ELEPHANT. 
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made up my mind to do before falling asleep. 


‘I have a big mosquito bar made out of heavy 
stuft that falls all around me so that no one 


in the dark can see how I am lying and thrust 


a spear through me. It is tucked in around 
the bottom so that it can not be lifted up 
without waking me. My men have the strict- 
est orders not to come near me at night with- 


out calling to me from a respectable distance, 


for I shoot without asking a question. When 
I go to bed I always fix my net so that there is 
a place where I can get out quickly, and I 
have my gun on.that side so that I pick that 
= jump for the opening in the mosquito 


It, is difficult to acquire the habit of sleep- 
ing With a belt full of cartridges and two 
heavy revolvers on, for I jump about like a 
porpoise in my sleep and the revolvers and 
cartridges make lumpy places to lie on, but 
1 got used to it. I am afraid I won't know 
how to sleep with my shoes and clothes and 
cartridges off. I haven't slept with my 
clothes off for three years, and much of that 
time I slept with my cartridges, revolvers, 
and shoes on. - 

' “JT- received a letter from you the other 
day that was covered with blood. The car- 
rier who’ started with it from Raffal was 
killed, the communications all being cut off 
by the native wars. Coming back from the 
Kutter I passed through a country that was 
one great battlefield. I saw countless skuils 
in which the brains of their unhappy owners 
had been boiled and many times probably 
eaten. I used to be afraid at times that my 
skull might be brought into use as a chafing 
dish, but I got through it safely. 
1 am fairly back intq civilization again; 
for it is only two days from here to where I 
get the small steamer from Brazzaville. I 
will fee? started on the direct road for home 
again when I get to Brazzaville, for there 
is now a railroad ffom Leopoldville to Ma- 
tadi, so that long walk is dispensed with. I 
will have to stop awhile in Paris and then 
after a little trip to Algiers to see ‘Arab life 
and add to my store of anthropology and 
then I'll come straight bome and eat Christ- 
mas dinner with you all.“ 


In a letter from the Mobangy River coun- 
try, written in August, 1899, Mr. Cherry tells 
considerable of elephant hunting and also 
speaks of the Marchand expedition. 

He writes: 

“I have just got back from a trip on tlie 
M’Ballya River that flows into the 
a day and a half above the mouth of the 
Onelly.

“The affair happened in.this way. My 
trackers told me that an elephant's tail was 
towards me, and in the darkness, it being jus: 
before dawn, I got up to within six feet of the 
beast before I discovered that it was his 
trunk instead of his tail that was towards 
me. I do not think he saw me any more than 
I saw him, but he smelled me before I smelled 
him, and he reached for me with his trunk. I 
jumped back and got in a shot, and then he 
charged me and‘I stumbled and died in the 
‘manner herein truthfully related. 8 
I went out on a hunt after a big elephan 
a few days later, and after a long search my 
trackers discovered him in an open grass 
plain. My first shot knocked the elephant 
down, but the empty shell caught in the 
chamber of the gun, and while I was fussing 
with it the elephant staggered to his feet 
and charged me. I was only fifty yards away 
from him when I fired the first time, and he 
came towards me at express train speed. I 
‘succeeded in reloading’ my gun and cocked 
both barrels and took a quick aim at his 
trunk, low enough down so as to cut it off or 
paralyze the muscles so he could not grab 
when he got up to me. 
„In some way both of the barrels of the 
heavy elephant gun went off at once, and 
the charges were so big that the gun burst. 
When I came to I was lying quite a respect- 
able distance from where I had stood when 
1 fired that last broadside. My face was 
covered with blood and my glasses broken 
into a hundred pieces. The elephant had 
charged past me, and finding me so suddenly 
removed from where he had last seen me 
kept right on going and disappeared. My 
boys kept on his trail and found his dead 
body two days later. His tusks were im- 
mense in size, and I will bring them back to 
America with me 


VAST SUPPLY OF IVORY. 

' “ While I have been hunting up in this 
country I have several times thought of the 
reports in the United States and Europe that 
the supply of ivory le about éxhausted, as 
most of the elephants have been killed off. 
1 suppose that condition of affairs will exist 
eventually, but it will not be in our time. 
Elephants still roam in central Africa by 
the hundreds of thousands. The natives kill 
them occasionally, but the death rate is 
far below the birth rate and the increase 
goes steadily on. The natives respect these 
big brutes, and with good reason. I have 
had two natives Killed while hunting with 
me. Both men were held donn on the 
their tusks through their bodies again and 


I witnessed a native hunt not long ago. 
Three hundred men armed with spears were 
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must at least have closed his eyes with the 
happy consciousness that he killed more of 
them than they did of him. 

The elephant had passed near the village 
where I was stopping for a few days. The 
alarm was sounded by the wild blaring of 
ivory horns, and the natives, grabbing up 
their spears, ran after the elephant, sticking 
a spear into him whenever opportunity of- 
fered. Away they went, yelling Africans, 
screaming elephant, and tooting horns. I 
followed along in the rear, for the pace was 
too fast for me and I could not keep up. At 
last I caught up with the chase. The ele- 
phant was at bay in a grass plain, while the 
natives were collected in clumps of trees 
scattered over the plain. The elephant was 
so full of spears that he looked like a pin- 
cushion. He was screaming with pain and 
wildly charging in every direction. He would 
reach up with his trunk and draw a spear 
out of his side or his back and then put it In 
his mouth and crunch. it to pieces. ; 

After the beast had trampled the grass 
in a space fully two acres in area as smooth 
as a play ground in a school yard back in the 
States he started off on a bee line for the open 
country. The natives followed again and 
began to close in as their quarry showed 
signs of weakness. When I came up with him 
again he was standing perfectly still and the 
natives, now close around him, were driving 
their spears into him to a depth of twelve or 
fifteen inches. The natives wére picking out 
vulnerable points and driving their weapons 
in with precision. The poor beast would only 
flinch a Mttle as the cruel spears went home, 
and at last with a little moan he fell over on 
one side, the spears striking the ground and 
being pushed almost through his body, and ip 
a short fime he was dead. 

“The biggest man among the natives now 
was the one who had stuck the first spear 
into the elephant. The man came chattering 
up, welcomed by a flourish of the whooping 
horns. He recetved his prize, the tail of the 
elephant, which always goes to the man 
lucky enough to stick the first spear into an 
elephant and then get away with his life. The 
skin of the tall is greatly prized, the men 
wearing them around their wrists as a charm 
against accidents. Each man who could 
show a spear belonging to him stuck in the 
elephant was entitled to a portion of the 
meat, while the chief inherited the tusks

For nearly thirty-six years he was 

pastor of this congregation, building

and Wabash avenue. Since 1895 loss of his 


Volce has made it impossible for him to serve 


the church, but there is scarcely any one in 
Episcopal circles who hears the name of 
Grace Church without associating with it the 
name of Dr. Clinton Locke. 
— 

Clinton Locke was born in New York City 
on July 24. 1820. From the public schools he 
went to Mount Pleasant Academy at Sing 
Sing, where he spent several years. From 
the academy he went to Union College at 
1 from which he was graduated 


After receiving his degree he became a pri- 
vate tutcr.in Virginia, where for two years 


de received young men in literary instruction. 


After this period he entered the general semi- 
mary of the church, having made arrange- 
ments, after graduation, to travel for two 
years with pupils. He was graduated from 
the seminary in 1853, and after two years 
with his pupils abroad he returned to New 
York State. In September, 1855, he was or- 
dained deacon at Dobbs Ferry, N. Y., at the 
time Bishop Seymour was ordained priest. 
Until July, 1856, Mr. Locke remained as 
assistant to William McVickar, the rector at 
Dobbs Ferry and at Irvington, From there 
the was called to Christ Church at Joliet, III.

and strength of his character. The church 
grew under his ministry. 

In 1864 Dr. Locke pees — in 
founding a church hospital. congrega- 
tion — with him, and St. Luke's was found- 


ed in that year, an institution that for years. 


has taken a front place in the hospitals of the 
South Side of the city. 

In 1867 Grace Church had outgrown its 
quarters, and in 1868 the new stone building 
was completed. Here, until Easter Sunday, 
1805, Dr. Locke remained with his devoted 
followers. In those latter years an affection 
of the throat developed, and increased in 
severity until on that Easter Sunday Dr. 
Locke was compelled to take leave of his 
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church. It was a trial fer both minister and 
people, and of the two Dr. Lecke bore up 
under it with the greater courage. Few 
priests have been more closely bou to 
their people than was Dr. Locke, and at the 
time of-his resignation his service in the 
church had been the longest recorded in 
Chicago. 
Dr. Locke's sudden ending of a long, active 
pastorate drove him to new endeavors. He 
is a remarkable linguist, and has pursued 
his passion for literature into many tongues. 
Virtually incapable of an extended utter- 
ance by word of mouth, Dr. Locke took up 
zhis pen and his books, and for six years he 
has been ministering to his fellow-man 
through the medium of written language. 
It was a sharp change for the man who in 
social life had been sought for his gift of 
oratory, for his ready wit, and for the gen- 
eral charm of his personality. In public life 
he had been called upon as a speec 
at public functions. In church affairs he 
presided as the dean of Chicago. 


Now he seldom appears in public, or at 
even social gatherings of his old friends. 
His distressing throat trouble has made 
speech so difficult that he scarcely attempts 
it. In his own home he receives only a few 
of his old-time friends, feeling that for them 


such interviews are painful. But for all 
hours | 


of this he is never idle. He passes 

every day in his sunny library, with his 
books and his papers. He writes for denom- 
inational papers, and occasionally for. the 
magazines. He has a literary style as clear 
and forceful as is his oratory, and he is not 


sparing of his pen labors. He has published 


two books that have proved acceptable to his 
public—one of them, The History of the 
Western Schism,’’ and the other, Five- 
Minute Talks.“ He is a regular contrib- 
utor to the Living. Church of Chicago, and 
through it much of his personality shines 
for the public eye. 


For twenty years Dr. Locke has been dean 
of the Northeastern deanery of the Epis- 
copal Church, and about the only times that 
he is seen abroad is at church meetings. 
He founded St. Philip’s and St. Stephen's 
Churches in Chicago, years ago. His de- 
gree, Doctor of Divinity, came from Racine 
College, in which he was a trustee for many 
years. At the present time Dr. Locke is 
the honary President of St. Luke’s Hospital, 
though no longer active in its management. 

Dr. Locke’s home is at 2825 Indiana av- 
enue. His wife is his close companion. His 
health is good, only the impairment of his 
voice having settled down to seeming in- 
curability. He is cheerful and sunny in 
disposition, and the old parishioners of his 
church are with him in spirit, as they always 
were.

Which surrounds the Parish Church of St.

King Theodore of Corsica was born at 
Metz in 1696. Invited by the General As- 
Sembly of the Corsicans to become their 
King, he was duly crowned in 1736, but few 
years sufficed to exhaust his personal 
wealth. After appointing a regency of 
thirty nobles to manage the state in his 
Absence, he commenced a pilgrimage of 
‘Bolicitation to obtain foreign aid and money 
to support his rank and style as King of 
Corsica. 

He was more or less hospitably received in 
®everal courts, but the prime object of his 
Mission was not achieved. Arriving in Eng-

The inscription reads: Near this place is 
interred Theodore, King of Corsica, who 
died in this parish on Dec. 11, 1756, imme- 
diately after leaving the King’s Bench 
prison, by the benefit of the act of in- 
solvency; in consequence of which he regis- 
tered his Kingdom of Corsica for the use of 
his creditors. 

The grave, great teacher to a level brings

Fate pour’d its lessons on his living head; 
Bestow’d a kingdom and denied him bread. 

Under this monument is one to William 
Hazlitt, who also finds a resting place in 
the churchyard.

“spite house is not unknown. The 
“spite” candidate for the United States 
Senate is a novelty, the invention of John 
Tanner. Governor Tanner is not an avail- 
able candidate for the Senate and he is 
aware of the fact. He is a candidate only 
because he wishes to spite Cullom. This 
is an unworthy motive, and it should not 
be entertained by persons who do not share 
Governor Tanner’s likes and dislikes nor 
wish to stand in the public estimation where 
he now stands. 

As a’ part of the spite program Gov-

The conse- 
quences of such a “shake-up” as is contem- 
plated may well be disastrous to the party. 

It seems as if the rational course for 
the Republican members of the Legislature | 
to pursue would be to consider what II- 
linoisan is best qualified to represent them 
in the Senate because of his competency, 
his experience, and his integrity. They 
should not be influenced in the discharge 
of the trust confided to them by a desire 
to gratify the resentment of any particular 
person. 

‘If there are any reasons why Senator 
Cullom should not be re#lected they should 
be stated at once. If he is not competent 
or honest, if for any cause he can no 
longer be a useful public servant, the facts 
should be given to the public fully and 
frankly. If the reasons which may be 
assigned by Senator Cullom’s opponents 
against his retlection are such as should 
have weight with reasonable men, that 
Senator cannot object if the Legislature 
gives the preference to another. 

If, on the other hand, he is worthy of re- 
election, that fact should be considered. If 
by reason of his long experience, his friend- 
ly relations with the administration, and 
the influence he enjoys in the Senate, he 
can be of great practical service to the 
State and the country if kept where he 
is, that fact should have great weight. 

Other candidates should be given full 
If there 
be one among them better qualified than 
Senator Cullom that should be stated. Mr. 
Cannon has had long experience in Con- 
gress. Not one word can be said against 
him. If in the wisdom of the Legisla- 
ture he should be chosen theré ought to 
be no ill-feeling. There should be none 
if Mr. Hitt were selected. No one will ven- 
ture to belittle his merits. Neither of them, 
however, would for a time do so well for 
his State and country as Senator Cul- 
lom. Both of them are influential in the 
House. Neither would at first be influential 
in the Senate. The State would lose pres- 
tige in both bodies. The merits of Mr. 
Cannon and Mr. Hitt are admitted. But 
before Senator Cullom is displaced to make 
way for either of them some good reason 
should be given for the change. 

However the Senatorial contest may be 
carried on, it should not degenerate into 
a.campaign of spite and hatred. Senator 
Cullom should not be displaced because 
of some question of patronage, or some 
campaign disagreement, or a desire on the 
part of somebody to satisfy an ancient 
grudge. If Senator Cullom is displaced 
it should be because it can be demonstrated 
to the satisfaction of the people of Illi- 
nois that the services of a better qualified 
man are obtainable.

THE COLORADO LYNCHING. 

The lynching of the colored man, Preston 
Porter, by “three hundred of the best 
citizens * of Lincoln County was a crime 
against humanity and civilization and a 
lasting disgrace to the State of Colorado. It 
adds to this disgrace that it was a crime de- 
liberate! planned, publicly announced, and 
committed, with the consent of the Sheriff of 
the county and the Governor of the State. 
It was known when the authorities per- 
mitted the wretch to be taken from Denver 
to Limon, the scene of his atrocious crime, 
that he was to be lynched, and that,the law 
was not to operate in his case. Yet the offi- 
cers of the law delivered the victim to the 
lynchers. ‘They may not have known that 
he was to be burned alive, the most horrible 
of deaths, but they knew that his fate was 
certain as soon as he arrived at Limon, and 
they made no effort to prevent it. To this 
extent they acted in connivance with the 
“300 best citizens of Lincoln County“ in 
procuring Porter’s death. 

The Porter lynching differs in this regard 
from any other which has happened in this 
country, and it may be assumed that its 
apologists will claim that it was a popular 
execution inasmuch as the State and county 
authorities turned the negro over to the 
people after the latter had notified them 
they would lynch him, but this does not 
lessen the barbarity nor change the illegal- 
ity of the act. | 

Perhaps there would have been no lynch- 
ing abhorrent as was the crime which Por- 
ter committed but for the fact that some 
years ago ‘Colorado did away with the 
death penalty. It may be that the citizens 
of Lincoln County would not have been 
moved to take the law into their own hands 
if there had been a law under which a de- 
testable criminal could have been legally 
deprived of a life he had forfeited. They 
felt, doubtless, as most men will feel, that 
imprisonment for life is no adequate punish- 
ment for the double erime of which this 
negro was guilty. 

Therefore, if the citizens of Lincoln Coun- 
ty, taking the law into their own hands, had 
put this criminal to death in a decent and 
orderly manner, after the fashion in which 
a border community which has no laws 
sometimes deals with a horse thief—if the 
criminal had Been hanged or shot—it is not 
likely that that act would have been the 
subject of heartfelt denunciation anywhere. 
Most people would have looked on the act 
as illegal, but as excusable, being due to 
the lack of a law providing a punishment 
corhmensurate' with the offense.

One 
ot the first acts of Mayor Ha n when he 
was elected the first time was to put back 
on the police force some 000 former police 
officers who had been discharged for in- 
competency, inebriety, and other sufficient 
causes. This large body of incompetents, 
most of whom are still on the force, has 
tainted nearly the whole force. The spirit 
of “political pull” which put these men 
back into dffice has spread throughout the 
department until nearly all of its members 
are infectedy As a result 4 distorted and 
dangerous idea of the public service pre- 
-yails net only in the police force but 
throughout the City Hall. City employés 
apparently believe that they are given posi- 
tions in the eity service in order that they 
may enjoy an “easy snap and as reward 
for political service rather than to do cer- 
tain work for which they are paid. They 
are, in fact, inclined to feel insulted when 
they are called upon to do an honest day’s 
work, 

The result of this policy and of this feel- 
ing attracts more publie attention in the 
police department than in any other. As 
is publicly charged by two of the Inspectors 
of the police department, three-quarters of 
the men on the pay rolls are chiefly inter- 
ested in getting assignments to “easy 
jobs” at the Central detail or on special 
assignments. That many of them are suc- 
cessful in their efforts is shown by the 
fact that the outlying residence districts 
of the city have been almost stripped of 
patrolmen, while the men who should be 
guarding the lives-and property of citizens 
warm chairs in the City. Hall or spend their | 
time exhibiting “saucy topcohts,” as In- 
spector Shea says, to an admiring populace. 

The demoralization has reached a point 
where it may fairly be said that Chicago 
has a do-nothing police force. The few 
men who are left on patrol duty properly 
consider themselves abused, and stropgly 
object to the criticism which is made of 
their efforts to achieve the impossible in 
properly guarding the immense stretches of 
territory to which they are assigned. The 
fault is not theirs. It lies squarely at the 
door of the Mayor. And efforts to evade 
the responsibility will deceive nobody. 


AN AMERICAN SALON. 

An interesting movement is contemplated 
by American artists abroad as well as by 
artists and connoisseurs at home looking 
towards the organization and maintenance 
of an American national art gallery, which 
will not eonflict in any way with local 
galleries, like the Corcoran in Washington or 
those of the Metropolitan Museums in New 
York and Boston or of the Art Institute in 
Chicago. The purpose of the movers is to 
secure a permanent gallery like the Paris 
Salon, representing the highest forms of 
American art and established upon a sound 
and broad basis. An agent of the prin- 
cipal American artists is already on the 
way to this country to inquire whether 
there is sufficient support in the United 
States to justify the attempt to form such 
a gallery. Both the President and Secre- 
tary of State, in reply to recent letters, have 
expressed sympathy with the project, and 
there can be little doubt that when the 
promoters formulate a definite scheme it will 
meet with support. | 

This is not the first time that an American 
national art gallery has been proposed. 
Two or three times in the last quarter of a 
century the suggestion has been made, but 
nothing came from it, as neither the artists 
nor art lovers appeared to be ready for it. 
But American art has made great strides 
during the last decade, as was demonstrated 
at the Paris exposition, and the. time now 
seems: to have come when it is feasible 
to have an institution here on the same 
lines as the Paris Salon or the British 
Academy. In any event the effort is worth 
the making. ; 

There is at present no gallery of purely 

American art in this country, and yet there 
has come to be an American school of art 
which is attracting respectful attention in 
Europe. Such a gallery would give a 
still greater impetus to the art spirit and 
would make it possible for American artists 
to maintain themselves at home and com- 
pete with foreign artists. It should not 
be necessary any longer for artists like 
Whistler, Sargent, Dannat, MeEwen, 
Harrison, Hitchcock, Bridgman, and many 
others to remain abroad in order to obtain 
commissions and make sales of their works. 
A national gallery would be an art center 
of influence and spread the fame of our 
artists, and such an institution, if properly 
conducted, would attract both bequests and 
donations. 


FRUIT GROWING IN AMERICA. 

The loaded orchards so generally noticed 
earlier in the fall by,the overland traveler 
and the surprising scenes encountered at 
focal points of fruit traffic, while inducing a 
distinct sense of general abundance, could 
give but a meager idea of the real size and 
importance of fruit growing as a whole in 
this country. The total annual turnover 
involved in the traffic is not accurately 
known, but in an article on the subject by 
Theodore Dreiser in the current Harper’s 
Monthly, it is estimated to be not less than 
a billion of dollars. 3 

Recent development in fruit culture has 
been rapid. Not only is the parent concord 
grapevine—a_ seedling sprung from selected 
wild grapes and still to be seen at Concord, 
Mass.—less than three score years old, but 
the grape growing industry, which has now 
reached such enormous dimensions in many 
States, is principally an event of the last 
quarter ofa century. Within twenty years 
the strawberry producing area supplying 
what is now Greater New York has in- 
ereased from Long Island and New Jersey 
to comprise eleven other States, including 
Mississippi and Arkansas. In 1890 nearly 
41,817,016 pounds of raisins were imported. 
Now California has reduced the imports to 
one-fourth of that amount. Twenty years 
ago there were not a dozen large prune 
orchards in this country, and ten years ago 
we imported nearly 60,000,000 pounds of 
prunes. Today our prune orchards can pro- 
duce 100,000,000 pounds, and importations 
have practically ceased. One resident of 
Benton Harbor, Mich., makes $80,000 in a 
single year from his peach orchards, one 
county in New Jersey markets half a mil- 
lion baskets of peaches, and peach growing 
has recently become so extensive in Georgia 
that fruit is disputing the kingship in that 
State with cotton. 

The capacities of our country and of the 
earth's soil in general for food production 
are likewise suggested not only py the fact 
that the apple crop of four years ago was 
estimated to have been worth $150,000,000 
to the growers, but by the fact that the 
orange crop of California—estimated at 
from 15,000 to 18,000 carloads this year— 
will. two years hence be sufficient to supply 
every market in this country and will need 
no tariff protection.

18 YATES AS BIG AS HIS PARTY! 

Governor-elect Yates is being pulled and 
hauled one way and another by various 
men who wish him to promise that he 
will use executive patronage to break down 
one machine or to build up or strengthen 
another. He will consult his comfert and 
his political safety if he refuses resolutely to 
throw himself into the arms of any faction 
to become either its leader or its follower. 

It will be contrary to recent precedents , 
for Judge Yates to abstain from inter- 
ference with the organization of the two 
Houses of the Legislature, but it will be 
in strict accordanc® with the honorable 
traditions of the Republican party and will 
be a recognition of the dignity and inde- 
pendence of both the Legislature and the 
executive if he keeps his hands off. In 
those better days which preceded the elec- 
tion of Altgeld there was nothing that 
legislators’ resented more than an attempt 
on the part of the executive to dictate their 
organization and. supervise their legisla- 
tion. In almost every State but Illinois 
legislative independence still exists. 

If the new Governor shall fall into line 
with the bad precedents established by his 
two immediate predecessors he will become 

nsible to the public not only for the 
proper discharge of his executive duties 
but for all legislation which may be en- 
acted. That is the dangerous responsibility 
a Governor assumes the moment he inter- 
feres with and controls the organization of 
both Houses. When he“ bosses the Legis- 
lature he becomes two-thirds of the State 
government instead of one-third. 

Of late years the two branches of the 
General Assembly have hardly been more 
than dymmies. They have asked the Gov- 
ernor privately what he wished te have done 
and when he has made known his wishes 
they have usually hastened to carry them 
out. Nominally the appropriation bills are 
prepared in committees, considered and 
passed by House and Senate, and sent 
to the Governor for his examination and 
action. In reality these bills are prepared 
by the Governor or are revised by him, and 
are enacted in the form in which he says 
they should be passed. 

An effort will be made to exeite the fears 
of Judge Yates.

STAMPING OUT THE LOAN SHARES. 

A considerable number of large firms 
in Chieago have forbidden their employés 
on penalty of dismissal to have dealings 
with the loan sharks, who infest the city. 
Several of these firms have set aside special 
funds to be used in making loans to em- 
ployés in cases of necessity, and have 
coupled with the order forbidding them 
to patronize the professional extortionists 
a notice that in case money is badly need- 
ed application may be made to the firm’s 
manager. Both actions should result in 
good to all the parties involved, except, 
.of course, the loan brokers, and they de- 
serve neither consideration nor sympathy. 

In a majority of -cases it is probably 
true that people who borrow money from 
the gang of usurers do not actually need 
a loan. They are beguiled by the artful 
advertisements of the brokers into 
thinking that they may as well have a 
little extra money for luxuries or extrava- 
gant purchases and they find out too late 
that in making such arrangements they 
have put themselves in the power of an un- 
scrupulous clique which fattens on the weak- 
ness of foolish people. Under the new ar- 
rangement people who are employés of the 
business houses mentioned can in case of 
real necessity get a loan from their em- 
ployers. 

The arrangement made by some of the 
large business houses will, of eourse, af - 
ford no protection to the large majority 
of people who are otherwise employed and 
who may at times really find themselves in 
pressing need of ready money. For the 
protection of such people from the criminal 
extortions of the loan sharks action is need- 
ed on the part of some of the philanthropic 
agencies of the city.

But 
the rest of Lord Rosebery’s whimsical pic- 
ture is no less improbable or impossible. 
The responsibilities he lays upon the shoul- 
ders of Pitt are too gréat for any one nian. 
The forces that resulted in the independence 
of the American colonies were numerous 
and vast. The growth of the ideas of lib- 
erty had been so much more rapid and 
marked on this side of the Atlantic that 
separation from the mother country, sooner 
‘or later, was inevitable. It is doubtful 
whether Pitt, in any position, could have 
moved the stubborn and blundering George 
III., and even if he had there would still 
have been the great mass of conservative 
‘and illiberal British public opinion as it 
existed in the England of that day. Noone 
man was responsible for the British attitude 
of 1776 any more than the attitude of the 
‘colonists was the work of a single man. 
The British were not ready for the reform 
bill, before 1832. The colonists were a full 
half century ahead of them. Probably no 
human power could have held the colonies 
under the domination of the old régime 
much longer. 
Tt is true that France might not have been 
in condition to help the Americans if the 
war had been delayed a few decades, but by 
that time the natural growth of the colonies 
would have enabled them to win their bat- 
tles unaided. If the separation had not 
come in 1776 it would have come in 1812. 
Lord Rosebery overlooks some facts that 
were much more potent than any influence 
which the elder Pitt ever wielded. His fan-

The body showed no marks of 
violence whatever, but the clothes were completely torn off and burned, ex- 
cept the metallic buttons. 

Not all cases end so tragically, some are even comical. Two farmers 
who were sitting in the field at luncheon had the bread, cheese, and fruit. 
which was placed between them, carried away, bottles were overturned, 
and they themselves were completely covered with straw, but were abso- 
lutely unharmed. ‘A traveler in Nancy was enveloped by lightning, but 
not hurt. In his purse were two silxer coins and a gold piece. When he 


opened his purse he found only one silver piece. The lightning, by a 


galvano-plastic process, had covered the gold piece with the metal con- 
tained in the two silver pieces throngh the leather of the purse, which re- 
mained intact. It happened in other cases that gold watch chains and ear-

It may be repeated here that these cases are well attested by witnesses. 

Sometimes things carried by people are torn out of their hands by 
lightning. Thus a pair of seissors carried by a ydung girl, the handker- 
chief of a shepherd, and the scythe of a harvester. Lightning struck 
through the chimney of a hut, threw a pot from the hearth, and tore a 
key out of the lock in the kitchen door, disappearing through a crevice in 
the floor. Three persons in the kitchen at the time remained unarmed. 
In Dancé a bolt of lightning struck a church, killed three persons, and tore 
the host from the hands of the officiating priest, but did not injure him. 

Occasionally lightning assumes the form of a fiery ball. Thus it oc- 
curred at Beugnon (Deux-Sévres) that such a ball of the size of a big apple 


appeared at the top of a poplar tree, jumped from branch to branch to the 


ground in a farm yard, where children were standing in the door of a barn. 
One of these children stepped upon the strange thing when the ball exe- 
ploded with a tremendous noise.

Itis¢ 
mistake to imagine that well-informed Irishmen have not been conscious for 
years of this grave wrong, but now that it has been fully dragged into the light 
it is high time that a remedy should be applied, especially as every attempt 
to reply to the verdict of the commission has been a ‘failure. The government 
bas trifled with this important matter; it has promised an inquiry and has 
not fulfilled its promise; all that fair-minded Irishmen ask is that right should 
be done. It is, of course, impossible that the fiscal systems of the three king, 
doms should be changed; but should further investigation prove that the 
overtaxation of Ireland is not subject to a considerable drawback, in the 
form of a set-off, Parliament ought to make grants to Ireland, in discharge 
of a just debt, to be expended in usefol and general purposes. It is dan- 
gerous to shirk this serious question if the union is to be maintained in Irish 
as well as in British interest. “ Ireland,’ as a witty 
Irishman said, “ should have had some of the fat aud & 
not all of the lean.” Bat ie 

For the rest, the material development of Ireland, 
and of her resources requires attention perhaps a, 
much as anything else; she is a backward and, on the 
whole, a poor country; in her peculiar circumstances 1 
this must mainly be the work ar the state and not lert. 
to private commercial enterprise. “ To nurse a fro. 
ing people, to mature a struggling but hardy commn- 1 
nity, to mold, to multiply, to consolidate, to inspire, 
and to exalt a young nation, be these your barbarous 
accomplishments!”

It will de observed that the cyclus begins 
with the Erolca Symphony— Beethoven's 
third effort in this greatest of all classic 
forms circumstance explained by the fact 
that it was in this work that Beethoven's 
wonderful genius first attained its full ex- 
pression, unhindered by earlier influences or 
existing conventionalities. The first and 
second symphonies are, beyond discussion, 
beautiful pieces of music, but they do not 
represent Beethoven in the light of his own 
originality, unaffected by ‘extraneous in- 
fluences. They belong, rather, to the earlier 
school of Haydn and Mozart, and on this ac- 
count are omitted from the present cyclus, 
which has to do with Beethoven's master- 
pieces only and not with his works in gen- 
eral. One of the innovations in connection 
with the Eroica’’ Symphony comes to 
notice in the horns. 

Prior to this time it had been the custom 
to use only two of these instruments, but 
when Beethoven wrote this work he intro- 
duced a third; and, that this might not mili- 
tate against the performance of the sym- 
phony (owing to the difference in their 
ranges) he made a note to the effect that 
the third horn part was “so written as to 
be playable on either a first or second horn.“ 
The fact that Beethoven intended this sym- 
phony as a tribute to Napoleon Bonaparte 
is doubtless familiar’ to all; aiso: the inci- 
dent of his having destroyed the original title 
page in a spasm of anger over the news that 
this great military genius had proclaimed 
himself Emperor of France. From this mo- 
ment Beethoven seems to have regarded 
Napoleon as one who ceased to be, and 
when the score came to be published it bore 
an inscription to the memory of a great 
man.“ Later, when Napoleon had been trans- 
ported to St. Helena, Beethoven is said to 
have exclaimed: ‘“ Did I not foresee this 
catastrophe when I wrote the funeral march 
in the symphony?” 

The intimate relation existing between the 
first and second movements of the Eroica ” 
Symphony makes any interruption between 
their performance extremely undesirable; 
and, as a precaution against the disturbance 
of their musical continuity, the management 
states that no pause will be made until after 
the completion. of the funeral march. The 
audience will be afforded ample time to reach 
their places before the beginning of the 
program, however, the commencement of 


five minutes beyond the regular time—to 
2:20 and 8:20 respectively—expressly on this 
account.

The South Sea Islanders use traps of differ- 
ent patterns in every group, but they are all 
on the same principle as American lobster 
pots, seines, and dipnets. The natives gen- 
erally have considerable skill in making fish- 
ing lines and nets. They buy iron hooks from 
sailors, but for some purposes they prefer 
fishhooks of pear! shell and bone. Sometimes 
for catching sharks they still use the ancient 
hook of hardwood. At night they spear the 
fishes along the reefs, with the aid of torches 
made of cocoanut leaves, with which they 
jure the prey from hiding places among the 
corals. The expedition tried to collect Ashes 
from the reef waters by the use of explosives, 
and from the tidewater pools by means of 
poisons, and, though they were not success- 
ful, Professor Agassiz believes that these are 
the only feasible methods to adopt. 

The harbor of Tal-o-hae, Nukahiva — 1 
in the Marquesas group, seems to be ea 
wonder in its way. It is surrounded by high 
and precipitous hills. with a narrow entrance, 
and the explanation of this curious forma- 
tion is that it is an ancient volcanic crater, 
the seaward wall of which is broken down so 
as to admit the waters of the Pacific. In the 
interior of this island the houses of the na- 
tives are built on stone platforms, which is 
something quite extraordinary, and in the 
forests are found sites of many. villages of 
great antiquity—so ancient, indeed, that they 
are now.evergrown'with large trees.

Story of the Islands. 


There are eighty of these in the general 
group, having an area of about 102 English 
square miles. Of these eighty islands only 
eighteen are inhabited. They rise from a 
bank, submerged from ten to forty fathoms, 
and lie almost on the equator, in the blue of 
the Indian Ocean. Aden, on the Suez Canal, 
js 1,400 miles northwest, and Zanzibar. is 
1,000 miles west. The islands were discov- 
ered by the Portuguese at the beginning of 
the sixteenth century, but they made no 
efforts to occupy them. The French took 
possession of the group in 1742, calling them 
after Count Herault de Seychelles of the 
East Indian fleet. The Britigh wrested them 
from, the French in 1794, taking Mauritius

There is an abundance of good 
water, the Island of Mahé alone having 133 

rivers. Longevity of the natives may 
be remarked, by the traveler, some of the 
people being of fabulous age. The death 
rate ts only 13 to the 1,000 of population. Be- 


cause of this healthfulness the scheme for a 


great sanitarium several times has been 
sprung in London and in Berlin, Hut so far 
nothing has come of tt. The climate, how- 
ever, is well adapted to the treatment of 
chronic diseases. 

One of the freaks of the Seychelles is the 
famous double cocoanut, the origin of which 
was unknown for so long. For many yeafs 
it was supposed to be the fruit of a sub- 
marine tree, as it was always found floating. 
From this fact it was called the coco de mer, 
and superstition accredited it with marvel- 
ous powers in cases of poisoning. Now 
these nuts are traced to @ peculiar palm on 
the Islands of Curieuse and Preslin, The 
seed requires one year to ‘In 
thirty-five years the palm gets its first 
leaves, and seven years are required for 
ripening the fruit. Mest of the nuts now 
bring fancy prices as curios. 

Aldabra’s great land tortoise is one of the 
freaks of the island’s fauna. There are 


thirteen species of birds peculiar to the 


islands. Rats and mice are great pests. Be- 
yond these there are few animals. 

Leprosy has a foothold in the islands, and 
Curieuse has been set aside for them. The 
disease is not marked by the average vis- 
itor, but it is said that 10 per cent of the 
population is afflicted with it. 

Connecting these groups of islands with the 
outer world are steamers, recently put in 
service, to Colombo and Mauritius and to 
Zanzibar, Aden, and Bombay. It is said 
that they have 8,000 acres of wild lands, ca- 
pable of producing tropical fruits and nuts, 
and the bidding for tenant privileges in the 
islands is expected to attract unusual at- 
tention in London and throughout the Brit- 
ish islands.

The musical instruments required by each 
person consisted of a couple of rattles—one 
made of a dyed gourd con small 


stones and fastened to a handle; the other 


an arrangement made of a tortoise shell, to 


be tied to the calf of the left leg in such a 


way that it would rattle in the dance, 

Besides making ready these 
the performers in this farewell katcina 
make a number of toys for the children, min- 
fature bows and arrows for the boys, 
ears of corn and cakes of meal, and, a 
all, the dolls for the little girls. 

Some of the dolls are so elaborate it 
is impossible for a man to make one of th 
in the few days that he spends in retirement 
in the kiva. ‘As a matter of fact, therefore, 
he has been at work on his doll, likely, for 
some time before he finally goes into the 
kiva; and if he only puts the fnishing 
touches on his work while there, it is thought 
has satisfied all religious requite- 
men 

On the morning of the dance the perform- 
ers issue from their kiva and go to a recess 
in the rock called the “ house of the kat- 
einas,“ not far from the town. From this 
rockroom, which lies to the west, the dancers 
enter the village at daybreak, each 
in his left hand a doll, or, it may be, two 
dolls, and a twig of spruce, typifying the 
mountains, to which the katcinas are to re- 
turn; and in his right his gourd rattle. Dur- 
ing the morning they dance from time to 
time without attracting any special attention 
from the villagers. In the afternoon, how- 
ever, the people, dressed in their best clothes, 
gather to watch the dancers, who appear 

this time not only the dolls but the 

roasting ears, the bows and arrows, and the 
‘other things meant for the children. There 
is no special ceremony connected with the 
presentation. The children sit with their 
elders, and the bows and cakes and dolls are 
handed to them without any formality. 

After this account of the cere 
nificance of these queer dolle, it will not be 
surprising to learn that they get rather bet- 
ter care from the children who own them 
than do the dolls of civilized communities, 
Although a child may often be seen 


one about in the fashion of a mother her baby, 


there is evidently some religious feeling in 
the matter, however slight. Usually 

hangs them up in a row along the wall of her 
mother’s house, for which purpose every doll 
is made with loop of string. It is seldom, in- 
deed, that one can go into a Moki house with- 


out seeing one or two of these dolls hung up.

One hundred and 
seventy of us were on the road to the dun- 
geons of Perote. under a strong guard. 
When we discovered that the Mexicans in- 
tended to violate the conditions of the sur- 
render we threw ourselves upon a company 
of dragoons and unhorsed and disarmed 
them. Mounting the horses of our former 
guards, we galloped out of the gates of the 
haciendo del Salado and fied to the moun- 
tains. If we had kept the main highway 
we might have defied the whole Mexican 
army, but unfortunately we scattered in the 
mountains — — soon lost. | 

“ Famis and dying of thirst, we were 
in no condition to defend ourselves, and when 
we encountered a force of Mexican cav- 
alry we were compelled to surrender. Santa 
Ana ordered every tenth man to be shot, 


„ Every tenth one of them 
ck one. Captain Cameron, a brave Scot, 
was the first to draw, and he drew Me, but 
Santa Ana had him shot the next day. That 
was the most solemn scene that I ever wit- 
nessed. Hardly a word was spoken. The 
brave fellows advanced to the jar and drew 
for Ute or death in silence. Whenever a 
peer fellow draw a black bean he turned to 
s comrades and whispered messages to 
loved ones at home, and then with a firm 
step joined the ranks of the doomed. We 
saw the hopeless men marched away and 
heard the firing that ended their career. 
We were informed that the Mexicans 
stripped them naked and burned their bod- 
les. I and others who drew white beans 
were sent to the City of Mexico, where we 
were kept in prison for several years. Santa 
Ana's wife, on her deathbed, made the 
eruel monster promise to return the prison- 
ers of Mier to Texas. Only two of them are 
alive now—myeelf and an old man who lives 
in Liano County.

Life the Stake at Cards. 


L have often been badly scared, and it is 
my opinion that the man who says he never 
felt fear is a first-class Mar. On one occa- 
sion I think my heart stood still for several 
peconds. I had been captured by a band 
of „„ under the notorious old chief, 
Lost Day.“ Indian was a great drunk- 
ard and gambler and something of a humor- 
ist. I had often played cards with him at 
the frontier forts when the whites and 
Comanches were on good terms. While we 
were riding along the trail Lost Day. pro- 
, posed a game of cards, and since I had noth- 
ing to bet he suggested that to make the 
game interesting I should stake my life. I 
accepted the proposition, and we halted and 
spread a deerskin out under the shade of 
a tree. The warriors gathered about us and 
we began playing the desperate game. The 
rascal was lucky, and I began to get nervous 
in spite of every effort. The Indians noticed 
my fright and many of them laughed. The 
final game stood six and six and it was my 
deal. We were playing seven points. I dealt 
the cards and was about to turn the trump, 
when I felt that my heart had ceased to 
beat. My life depended upon that card. If 

I could only turn a jack I would be saved. 

Breathless and speechless I managed to re- 
verse the card and I heard Lost Day’s grunt 
of disappointment. I was too blind to see 
that I had turned a jack and sayed my life. 

| Fought Ten Apaches. 

“One time I fought ten Apaches single- 
handed. The Indians attacked a man 
named Walker and myself while we were 
driving across the prairie in a wagon. We 
saw the Indians coming and tried to reach 
a point of timber about a mile away. 
Walker sat in the hind part of the wagon, 
and when the Indians came within range 
he fired and killed one. The next instant 
an arrow struck Walker in the right arm 
and he dropped his pistol out of the wagon. 
The horses were fairly flying over the prai- 
rie. The Indians were raining arrows into 
the wagon, and some of them were trying 
to lassoo the horses. I killed two Indians, 
and would have escaped if the chief had 
not ridden close up to the wagon and driven 
an arrow into my neck. I dro to my 

With a yell of triumph the Apaches 
hed up to the wagon. Though badly hit, 
wasn't quite dead, and as I fell forward 
i fired and killed one of the foremost sav- 
ages. The horses broke loose from the 
wagon and started across the prairie. The 
shot fourteen arrows into my body 
before they ventured to get into the wagon. 
[ still held my revolver in my right hand. 
le three or four of the Indians were 
tearing open the packages which filled the 
wagon, I summoned all my strength and, 
springing to my feet with a yell, began to 
shoot at the Indians who were in the wagon. 
I was so close to them that I could put my 
revolver almost against their bodies. One 
Indian fell dead in the wagon and the others 
tumbled out on their heads. Seven of the 
eleven warriors were now dead, and the 
other four galloped away. I crawled to a 
pool of water and drew the fourteen arrows 
from my body, and while dressing my 
wounds a party of hunters discovered me 
and carried me to a settlement.”

When he reaches Washington 
Irving Professor Wendell, for the first time 
in the course of this chronicle, feels that he 
has his grip on a genuine American man of 
letters. Until the time of Robert Louis 
Stevenson no English speaking writer out- 
side of America, says Professor Wendell, 
had “ produced many short stories of such 
merit as any one can recognize in the work 
of Hawthorne and Poe and Irving,” the 
“ formal superiority of style being superior 

su t he says: 

“The English novel, whatever its merits, 
runs to interminable length, with a disre- 
gard of form unprecedented in other civilized 
literature. A good short story, on the other 
hand, must generally have complete and fin- 
ished form. Now, during the nineteenth 
century American men of letters have usually 
had a more conscious sense of form. than 
their English contemporaries. The Amer- 
lean conscience, in fact, always a bit overde- 
veloped, has sometimes seemed evident in 
our attempts at literary art. No one who 
lacks. artistic conscience can write an ef- 
fective short story; and it is doubtful 
whether any one troubled with much artis- 
tio conscience can write in less than a life- 
time a three-volume novel. The artistic con- 
science revealed in the finish of Irving’s style 
and in his mastery of the short story, then, 
may be called characteristic of his country. 

Neither Brockden Brown, Irving, nor Coop- 
er, Professor Wendell ‘thinks, left us any- 
thing profoundly significant. All three are 
properly remembered as writers of whole- 
some fiction; and the object of wholesome 
fiction is neither to lead men heavertward nor 
to teach them how to behave on earth; it is 


vitality. In Uterature, as in human ex- 
istence, a chief grace of normal youth is 
freedom from such baseness as time must 
make familiar to maturity. In the case of 
Poe a similar contrast between life and work 
appears. Here, however, this normal reason 
for it did not exist. The fact that Poe's 
work has been eagerly welcomed by con- 
tinental Europe is evidence enough, it one 
needed evidence, that his temper was such 
as the cant of the present day calls decadent. 
Now the decadent literature which has pre- 
vailed in recent England, and far more that 
which has prevailed elsewhere in Europe, is 
pruriently foul, obscenely alive with name- 
less figures and incidents, and with germ- 
like suggestions of such decay as must per- 
meate a civilization past its prime. In Poe's 
work, on the other hand, for all the decadent 
quality of his temper, there is a singular 
cleanness, something which for all the thou- 
sand errors of his personal life seem like the 
instinctive purity of a child. He is not only 
free from any taint of indecency; he seems 
remote from the fleshliness of mental habit.” 

Professor Wendell is never more at home 


by discussing its claims to aristocracy. 
Then he takes up its oratory and “ isms,”’ 
and finally its literature, which he discusses 
with elaboration and appreciation. Emerson 
he names at once as by far the most eminent 
figure in all the literary history of America. 
Of Thoreau he says: 

„Ot course, Thoreau was eccentric, but his 
eccentricity was not misanthropic. Inclined 
by temperament and philosophy alike to this 
life of protestant solitude, he seems to have 
regarded his course as an experimental ex- 
ample. He was not disposed to quarrel with 
people who disagreed with him. All he asked 
was to be let alone. If his life turned out 
well, others would ultimately imitate him; 
if it turned out ill, nobody else would be the 
worse.“ 

A number of the giants of American let- 
ters Professor Wendell knew personally. 
None of them has been dead long. Among 
those with whom he was acquainted was 
Lowell, of whom he writes: 

“So if one asks where Lowell finally be- 
longs in the history of our New England re- 
naissance the answer begins to phrase itself. 
A born Yankee and a natural lover of letters, 
he instinctively turned at once to books and 
to life for the knowledge which should teach 
him what humanity has meant and what 
it has striven for. For all the oddities of 
temper which kept him from popularity, the 
man was always true to his intensely human 
self. In his nature there were constant 
struggles between pure taste and perverse 
extravagance. As a man of letters, then, he 
was most himself when he permitted him- 
self forms of expression in which these strug- 
gles needed no concealment. But through 
it all there persists just such wholesome 
purity of feeling ands purpose as we love 
to think characteristic of New England. 
Throughout, despite whimsical extravagance 
of phrase, you a nature 

t once manly and human. 
1 wthorne Professor Wendell admires 
much, but unlike most of his admirers he 
thinks that he has limits. Comparing his 
work with the contemporary work of Eng- 
land, one is aware of its classically careful 
form, of its profoundly romantic sentiment, 
and of its admirable artistic conscience.

left in a dilapidated state, hardly accessible 
to any one until in 1882 the Pope took in hand 
the work of their repair. On March 8 of last 
year this work was finished, and after that 
the memorial volume, with wonderfully ac- 
photographic copies—phototypes—was 
issued. 

The first of the apartments is adorned with 
ceiling paintings by Giovanni da Udine and 
Perino del Vaga. In this same room are 
paintings on the Spandrils, and figures of 
prophets and sybils in the lunettes ascribed

twelve apostles and the prophets. Then in 
the second room—the Hall of the Liberal Arts
